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Mayor demands to see 
meeting minutes, files

Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
chairwoman of the Downriver 
Community Conference (DCQ, 
charges that she and Wyan- 
dotte Mayor James DeSana, 
were “tried in absentia” by the 
organization finance commit- 
tee regarding alleged com- 
plaints that they entered 
Executive Director James 
Jones’ office to look at files 
while he was on vacation. 

McAnally admitted going to 
Jones’ office with DeSana after 
hearing allegations that a pri- 
vate investigator had been 
hired to probe elected offi- 
cials. 

The DCC is composed of 17 
Downriver mayors, super- 
visors and alternates and 
works to alleviate area eco- 
nomic, social and jobless woes. 

The incident apparently 
was spurred by DeSana, who 
reportedly received an anony- 
mous packet of information in 
the mail claiming that elected 
officials were targets of probes 
dating back to 1988. 

As DCC chairwoman she felt 
compelled, McAnally said, to 
respond to a board member’s 


concern and “I felt obligated 
to act upon it” 

“On April 10 1 went to Jones’ 
assistant’s office and asked 
about the allegations. We were 
given access to Jones’ office by 
his assistant Cliff Zanley, who 
remained outside the office 
even though we invited him 
in.” 

McAnally quoted Zanley as 
saying, “I hope you’ll excuse 
me, I don’t feel comfortable 
coming in.” 

McAnally said they opened 
the files looking strictly for the 
file tabs in question. “Finding 
none, we closed the files and 
locked the door. We did not 
look inside any of the file 
folders,” she said. 

We were told Jones would 
be back the following Monday 
(April 13), McAnally said, but 
when we returned that day we 
were told there must have 
been a mistake, Jones 
wouldn’t be back for another 
week. 

McAnally went on vacation 
the following day and didn’t 
return to her Romulus office 
until April 27. 

That is the day, McAnally 
claims a rush to judgment oc- 
curred among members of the 


finance committee, unknown 
to her at the time. 

Jones reportedly said he 
was “hurt” the two mayors en- 
tered his office and searched 
his files while he was away. 

Both she and DeSana did at- 
tend an April 29 meeting of the 
DCC executive committee and 
demanded the transcribed 
minutes of the Monday session 
along with numerous other 
documents concerning the 
American Consulting Contrac- 
tor Inc. (ACC), one of the bill- 
ing names of the Smith 
Security Inc. hired by the DCC 
to help in employee-related is- 
sues. 

McAnally said she is seek- 
ing the files relating to the 
ACC involvement with the 
DCC and will “subpoena to ob- 
tain these records if need be.” 

McAnally said she will not 
be, “scared off in my effort to 
protect the integrity and pri- 
vacy of the board members. 

“I’m a widow and have lived 
a circumspect life and I am not 
afraid of such an investiga- 
tion," she said. “But if some- 
one is using DCC funds to 
investigate their employers, I 
want to know about it.” 


Firefighter referendum nears

The Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment referendum to collect 
funds for operation and main- 
tenance of equipment was ap- 
proved Monday night by 
members of the Romulus City 
Council. 

Because the referendum 
calls for a change in the city 
charter, the ballot proposal 
must be sent to Michigan At- 
torney General Frank Kelley’s 
office for approval and then 
Gov. John Engler’s office for 
his approval and signature. 


If officials at Kelley’s office 
make any changes or ask for a 
rewording of the ballot pro- 
posal, the effort would be de- 
layed. 

Romulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate said she needs to have 
the approved proposal in the 
hands of Wayne County elec- 
tion officials 68 days before 
the Nov. 3 election. 

The charter amendment 
reads, “In order to provide 
funds for the operation and 
maintenance of the fire de- 
partment, shall the City of Ro- 
mulus amend the Charter to 
raise a tax limitation that may 


be imposed for all purposes 
upon property in the City of 
Romulus, Wayne County, Mich- 
igan, by no more than 2 mills 
($2 for each $1,000) of state 
equalized value for all prop- 
erty within the city to solely 
provide funds for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the 
fire department. 

Members of the Romulus 
City Council approved the ef- 
fort several months ago. 

On Monday night, council 
members selected one of the 
various ballot proposals of- 
fered by city legal staff offi- 
cials.

Romulus Community School 
Board candidate Debra Ann 
Hoffman, who has filed for 
school board financial and 
travel cost records, has yet to 
receive them from school ad- 
ministrative leaders, she said 
Tuesday morning. 

The deadline under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
has not yet expired, she said, 
and she would rather study 
those documents before she of- 
fers any campaign stance on 
the school financial record. 

Hofflnan, who has worked 
for the city of Romulus for 17 
years and currently serves as 
assistant financial director, 
said she questions the need for 
facsimile machines to be 
placed in the homes of all 
school board members during 
such a tough economic time. 

“In the city government cir- 
cles, 1 * she said, “we trimmed 
$1.4 million from budget re- 
quests and removed many ve- 
hicles and expensive election 
equipment from purchase con-

sideration this year. 

“I question the necessity of 
fax machine purchases at this 
time.*’ 

Hoffman said she first de- 
cided to get involved in the 
school board race after finding 
that her daughter, Jennifer, a 
Wick Elementary School stu- 
dent with a 4.0 grade average, 
had serious problems with the 
past Michigan Educational As- 
sessment Program test 

“Our schools have not ex- 
posed the students to the many 
concepts required in such 
tests,'’ Hoffman charged ‘‘and I 


feel thai persons with over 3.0 
averages should score well on 
such MEAP tests.” 

It just wasn’t her daughter’s 
test results, she said, that both- 
ered her, but the fact that Ro- 
mulus students as a whole 
finished almost last in Wayne 
County, “while the district res- 
idents pay one of the highest 
tax rates in the state.” 

Hoffman said she also is 
grieved to hear teachers tell 
local students that an “A” in 
Romulus does not compare 
with an “A” in Dearborn or 
other Michigan cities, when 
the students complete for col- 
lege. 

She claims that educators 
tell her that Romulus’ curricu- 
lum is not at the same level as 
other schools. 

On a more positive note, 
Hoffman said, she is anxious to 
assist in developing programs 
that will challenge Romulus 
students “desire to achieve” 
both in their studies and in the 
job market 

Hoffman feels to accom- 
plish these goals a greater 
teamwork is needed between 
the city government school 
district and business commu- 
nity. 

An effort is being made this 
year to attract new develop- 
ment within the city, she said, 
and the city has pledged 


$17,000 toward that economic 
development effort. Another 
$15,000 has been pledged by 
the local Economic Develop- 
ment Commission and $17,000 
is being sought from the school 
district. Additional funding is 
being sought via corporate 
gifts, she said. 

School finance reform is be- 
coming a hot issue statewide, 
Hoffman said, and she feels 
her experience working with 
citywide cutbacks could be a

The body of a man found in 
the trunk of a car parked at 
Metro Airport last Thursday 
has been identified as John El- 
Amin, 26, of Detroit Drug offi- 
cers also knew the victim by 
the name, John Joume. 

The search of a 1989 Lin- 
coln Mark VII was initiated by

Thornewell, who was 
charged with armed robbery, 
was the second man appre- 
hended in connection with the 
shooting.

The other defendant, Jos- 
eph Edward Birrell, 48, of 
Dearborn, has already been 
sentenced on charges of as- 
sault with intent to kill, armed 
robbery and felony firearms. 

Police said the two men and 
a woman entered the man’s 
home on Beverly Road (near 
Inkster Road) on Christmas 
day on the pretext they would 
help him fix his faulty ftimace. 

Instead they threw a blan- 
ket over his head, shot him 
with his own weapon, a 22 cali- 
ber Remington long gun, ran- 
sacked his home and stole 
money and other items. 

The victim was able to free 
himself from bonds the pair 
had tied him with and then di- 
aled 911 to tell police he had 
been shot and robbed.

3 candidates seek judgeship

Two Belleville area attor- 
neys have entered the race 
with the incumbent for a 
judgeship in the 34th District 
Court. 

Robert Meston, who has 
practiced law in the area since 
1976, joins fellow attorney Jos- 
ephine Chapman in challeng- 
ing incumbent Henry 
Zaborowski on the November 
ballot 

The jurisdiction of the court 
emcompasses 144 square 
miles, which includes Detroit 
Metro Airport the cities of Be- 
lleville and Romulus and the 
townships of Van Buren, Sum- 
pter and Huron. 

Plans to seek re-election to 
his fourth six-year term on the 
34th District Court were an- 
nounced by Judge Henry 
Zaborowski in mid-March. 

Zaborowski, who has served 
as a district court judge for 18 
years, 

is a 51 -year resident of Van 
Buren Township. He attended 
Belleville High School and is a 
graduate of Detroit Institute of 
Technology where he received 
bachelor degrees in business 
admnistration and law. 
Zaborowski received his legal 
training from the Detroit Col- 
lege of Law, which he attended 
on a scholarship. 

After earning his degrees, 
Zaborowski received ad- 
vanced professional education 
in Comparative Judicial Study 
at Michigan State University, 
the Institute of Criminology at 
Cambridge University* and the 
British Academy of Forensic 
Sciences, both located in Eng 
land, and the National College 
of the State Judiciary' at the 
University* of Nevada. 

Zaborowski is the former 
president of the Great Lakes 
Steel local union and served 
on the International Wage Pol 
icy Committee. As a practicing 
attorney, he represented Sum 


pter Township and the Ro- 
mulus School District. 

He is a member of the Sub- 
urban Bar Association, Michi- 
gan Bar Association, Florida 
Bar Association and the Amer- 
ican Judicature Society. 
Zaborowski is admitted to 
practice law in all state courts 
in Michigan, including the 
Michigan Supreme Court, as 
well as the Supreme Court of 
the United States and the Fed- 
eral District Court.

The district court judge is a

In 
addition to practicing law in 
the district since 1976, he has 
also served on the mediation 
panel and as a small claims 
mediator. 

“Each of our citizens de- 
serves respect and considera- 
tion while in the court. The 
court demands respect from 
all parties appearing in front 
of it and each judge should 
grant people the same respect 
while they are in the court- 
room,” Meston said.

ballot revenge and even “civil 
disobedience” if they did not 
get some quick relief from the 
“intolerable level of aircraft 
noise.” 

Individuals unable to at- 
tend the hearing still have un- 
til May 26 to file their 
comments with the FAA on the 
noise issues and have them in- 
cluded in the final transcript. 

The potential lawsuit was 
threatened by Dearborn 
Mayor Michael Guido, who 
said, “For more than 40 years 
Dearborn coexisted peacefully 
with the (Metro) Airport That 
peace vanished in November 
1989, when the FAA uni- 
laterally and without prior no- 
tice or opportunity for public 
comment implemented re- 
vised traffic patterns. ..that 
dramatically increased air- 
craft noise over a large portion 
of our city.” 

Guido said he has requested 
Dearborn legal counsel to 
move to intervene in the 
Huron Township lawsuit 
against the federal govern- 
ment on March 18, “or to file a 
separate suit concerning the 
FAAs actions.” 

Guido said the Dearborn ac- 
tion, “will be filed within the 
next few days.” 

Two angry Westland citizens 
also spoke out against the con- 
stant noise problems facing 
area residents. 

Norman S. Patalon stated 
he was speaking out on behalf 
of 172 neighbors, who signed a 
petition asking that Metro 
flight patterns be returned to 
the pre-November 1989 level. 

Patalon charged, “Citizens 
in this community are begin- 
ning to see through the mind- 
games Wayne County Execu- 
tive Ed McNamara is playing 
with those of us living in the 
cities surrounding Metro Air- 
port.” 

He said the 172 signatures 
he collected were from only a 
three-block radius around his 
home. 

“If I had the time, I could 
have easily gotten 10 times that 
number,” he said. 

Patalon challenged 
McNamara or Westland Mayor 
Robert Thomas, “to spend one 
evening with my wife and I...to 
understand the anguish this 


aircraft noise has created.” 

A second Westland resi- 
dent, Jack Underwood, com- 
plained that constant air 
traffic over his home continu- 
ally wakes his wife when she 
tries to sleep during the day. 

“The airplane noise is so 
loud,” he said, “it drowns out 
the sounds of the birds in my 
backyard and even the roar 
from my lawnmower.” 

Underwood said he and 
many of those attending the 
public hearing feel it is “an ex- 
ercise in futility.. .since we 
can’t get people, who can do 
something, to even listen to 
our complaints.” 

Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Kay Beard, one of the 
many elected officials to speak 
out at the hearings, strongly 
urged that the FAA move 
quickly toward a policy of re- 
stricting flights from 11 p.m. to 
7 a.m. 

In addition to making it all 
but impossible to sleep the 
night through, Beard com- 
plained, the constant roar of 
the planes disrupts local chil- 
dren’s lives, affects marriages 
and negatively impacts job 
performance.. .not to mention 
the loss in property values.” 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally submitted an official 
letter stating, 

“Additional efforts must be 
undertaken to reduce the off- 
site noise impacts of Metro 
Airport operations.. .including 
residential soundproofing, ac- 
quisitions and purchase assur- 
ance programs.” 

Congressman John Dingell 
(D-Trenton) citing what he 
called the “intolerable level of 
aircraft noise” that has im- 
pacted area residents for well 
over two years, also filed a let- 
ter asking the FAA to, “provide 
as much relief as possible 
from the burden of airport 
noise.” 

Numerous Dearborn resi- 
dents, including two teachers, 
also responded to the session. 
One urged an official changing 
of the county name from 
“Wayne County to Plane 
County.. .or even better yet 
maybe Pain County, because 
that is what you are causing 
us.” 

Both teachers said if local 
representatives fail to respond 
to citizens’ needs, perhaps res- 
idents might follow (Henry 
David) Thoreau’s advice and 
begin a series of “civil disobe- 
dience efforts.”

major asset to the school 
board. 

Better schools will be a ma- 
jor element in the drive to at- 
tract new homes and 
businesses, she said, which 
will go a long way in solving 
some of the financial shortfalls 
in the school district 

Hoffman said the schools 
are sharing their facilities 
with the city for summer recre- 
ational needs and both sides 
need to build on that type of 
teamwork. 

The growing technology pro- 
gram in Romulus schools is vi- 
tal, she said, and hopefully 
will act as a drawing force for 
home buyers. But the school 
district needs to keep spend- 
ing plans under control. 

Figures on expected local 
growth outlined in the $45 mil- 
lion school referendum sev- 
eral years ago were high, she 
observed, and with all the 
state ordered cutbacks, caps 
and limits the school district 
may have to seek an increased 
millage rate in the near future. 

Hoffman, 36, a Romulus na- 
tive, is married to Michael 
Paul Hoffman. They are the 


parents of two children, Jen- 
nifer, 9, and Jeffrey, 6. 

She is currently seeking a 
degree in accounting. She now 
is attending Wayne County 
Community College and later 
plans to transfer to Eastern 
Michigan University to com- 
plete her studies. 

She graduated from Ro- 
mulus Senior High School in 
1974. 

She currently is a member 
of the Michigan Municipal Fi- 
nance Officers Association 
and the Government Finance 
Officers Association.

She currently is carrying a 3.5 
grade average. 

Hoffman revealed that her 
home on Pennsylvania Street 
will serve as her campaign 
headquarters and that the 
treasurer of her campaign is L.

First it was one bite, and 
now it’s two. 

The Wayne Police Depart- 
ment have quarantined a 
black labrador retriever which 
has bitten two children in the 
5000 block of Niagara. 

The most recent incident oc- 
curred April 27, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“The dog got out of the yard, 
and the owner saw it running 
down the street,” Randall said. 
“A 4-year-old boy was playing 
in his driveway when the dog 
approached. The dog bit the 
child and ran.” 

The boy was taken to Gar 
den City Hospital and was re- 
leased. He received two 
lacerations to the head and a 
puncture wound to his hand. 
Randall said the owner was 
trying to catch the dog. 

“The owners called animal 
control,” Randall said. “They 
found the labrador in the 
neighborhood, and as they 
were putting the dog in the 
trunk, the owner approached 
the control officer and told 


him he wanted the dog de- 
stroyed.” 

The dog will be quarantined 
for 10 days, according to Ran- 
dall. Police do not know why 
the dog attacked the child. 

Sue Parker who resides 
next door to the owner of the 
dog, also had a confrontation 
with the animal at about 5:30 
p.m. March 5. 

“My 6-year-old daughter 
(Heather) was playing in the 
front yard as she often does 
with her sister,” Parker said. 
“The next minute, my other 
daughter Nicole was scream- 


ing. I thought she had fallen. 
Heather came running toward 
me. The dog had bitten her.” 

Nicole, 9, described what 
she and her sister were doing 
before the dog bite. 

“We were just playing with 
some friends, and she 
(Heather) walked away,” 
(Nicole) Parker said. “The dog 
bit her, and she started to cry.” 

Parker said her daughter 
was used to walking into the 
yard when the previous 
owners lived in that home. 

“She used to always walk 
back there when the previous 
owners lived there, and there 


weren’t any problems.” Parker 
said. 

The 6-year old, who is deaf, 
received 35 stitches to her face 
and six stitches to the back of 
the head. She will need plastic 
surgery, according to Parker. 

Wayne Police quarantined 
the dog for 10 days following 
that incident, according to 
Wayne Police Chief John Col- 
ligan. 

“The dog was on the chain 
when the little girl walked in 
the yard,” Colligan said. “The 
dog had all its shots, but it was 
not licensed. Had the dog been 
a stray and not had its vaccina- 
tions, we would have taken the 
dog.” 

The Parker case was re- 
viewed by the Wayne County 
prosecuting office, however, 
officials did not believe there 
was substantial evidence for 
charges to be brought against 
the owner of the labrador, ac- 
cording to Colligan. 

Once the quarantine is com- 
pleted, Colligan said the la- 
brador will be put to sleep. 
The Wayne Police Department 
is continuing an investigation 
in the incident

Several arrests were made 
May 2 at the grand opening of 
the Grande Ballroom in Wayne 
on Michigan Avenue near 
Wayne Road. 

About 12:30 p.m. police were 
called to the area following a 
report of an argument which 
got out of hand in the parking 
lot area, according to Wayne 
police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“We arrested Manhal Knido 
Hwier, 19, from Detroit, for fe- 
lonious assault to a police offi- 
cer,” Randall said. “He threw a 
beer bottle at an officer. Three 
others were also arrested, but 
they have not been arraigned 
yet.” 

The incident caused Wayne 
police to call for backup from 
three other police depart- 
ments including Romulus, Ink- 
ster and Westland. 

“About 4 a.m. we returned 
to the Grande Ballroom and 
made another arrest for tres- 
passing,” Randall said. “We 
are going to meet with the 


management of the Grande 
Ballroom to voice our con- 
cerns that we will not allow 
this kind of activity in Wayne.” 

This is the first teen night- 
club in the Wayne community. 
Owner Skender Gocaj ex- 
plained the reason for the dis- 
turbance was due to his 
decision to not allow a particu- 
lar group of individuals in the 
establishment he believed 
were troublemakers. 

“We didn’t allow them entry 
into the building, and they 
started an argument so we 
called the police, and the situ- 
ation was taken care of,” Gocaj 
said. “Nothing occurred inside 
the building.” 

More than 400 teens and 
adults attended the grand 
opening May 1, according to 
Gocaj. About 250 visited the 
Ballroom on May 2. 

“We gave out hats, t-shirts, 
bags and sunglasses,” Gocaj 
said. “The radio station 96.3 
will be back here this Satur- 
day. “ 

Gocaj explained to council 
members and residents prior 


to the opening of the establish- 
ment that he and co-owner Joe 
Rossi intended to have a place 
where teens can have fun and 
be safe. 

The nightclub opens at 8 
p.m. Friday and Saturday for 
teens 13 to 18 years old. At 11 
p.m. Gocaj said the 13 year 
olds will be asked to leave in 
order to adhere to the state 
curfew. 

Teenagers 14 years old to 18 
will be asked to leave at mid- 
night. 

“All the teenagers who 
come to the nightclub will be 
issued a photo identification,” 
Gocaj said. “When it’s time for 
the 13-year-olds to leave at 11 
p.m. or those 14 to 18 years old 
to leave at midnight, we will 
make an announcement. If 
necessary, we will have our se- 
curity officers escort those out 
who do not leave.” 

About 12 security officers 
are on hand if any problems 
occur, according to Gocaj. 

“We didn’t have any prob-

“They are delicate like a 
mother,” Krone said. “I look at 
a rose, and as it goes from a 
bud form to fully open, it cov- 
ers the spand of motherhood 
from the newest mother to the 
great-grandmother.” 

There are more than 40,000 
professional florists in the 
United States. Most can make 
a rose delivery for a customer 
on a phone order. 

Roses come in a multitude 
of colors ranging from the tra- 
ditional reds which mean “I 
love you,” to a wide range of 
pinks, peaches, whites, yellows 
and super fragrant lavenders. 

“In addition, there are a nu- 
mber of bicolor roses offered 
that combine two different col- 
ors in one bloom,” Krone said. 
“Most often seen in the market 
are bicolors that feature a soft 
crimson red with a creamy 
white, which in the language of 
roses says ‘unity’ or ‘together- 
ness’.” 

When purchasing a rose, it’s 
important to know that not all 
roses are alike. About 35 per- 
cent are imported from coun- 
tries such as Colombia, 
Ecuador and Mexico. 

Imported roses are often 
grown outdoors, and although 
they have large buds and 
stems, they may need special 
attention to ensure they open 
fully as their woody stems 


on roses grown in tne United 
States for the highest quality.” 

Roses will remain fresh in a 
home or office between four to 
seven days. To receive the 
maximum enjoyment from 
roses, follow these suggestions: 

• Upon receipt, make sure 
rose arrangments are full of 
clear water with a floral pre- 
servative. 

• Keeping roses as cool as 
possible will help prolong 
their life. Place them in a cool, 
dark room at night, perhaps a 
bedroom, this will slow their 
development

Roses grown in the United 
States, on the other hand, are 
produced in completely en- 
closed, environmentally con- 
trolled, greenhouse growing 
chambers that ensure they ar- 
rive in the market at the peak 
of freshness. 

“As it is difficult to tell 
where a rose was produced, it 
is best to order from a profes- 
sional retail florist,” Krone 
said. “They are trained ex- 
perts in rose gift giving and flo- 
ral design who can assure 
satisfaction.

They’re going to make money the old-fashioned 
way. They’re going to earn it. 

Perhaps there is some common sense left in this 
world after all. 

Take for example the people of Evening Shade, 
Ark. Yep, there really is such a place and people 
really do live there. This is the place made famous 
by the television series of the same name featuring 
Burt Reynolds, Charles Duming and Marilu Hen- 
ner. Not only is there a real Evening Shade, Ark. it’s 
a little town remarkably like the one depicted in 
the television series.

This is 
real food prepared by real people and it seems 
more than worth $5 to find out how to make Frog 
Eye Salad or Rhubarb Pudding Cake.

Burt’s Beef Stew 

3 slices bacon, cut in small pieces 

4 tablespoons flour 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 

2 pounds lean beef, cut into chunks 

1 largo onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 28-ounce can tomato sauce 
1 cup beef broth 
1 cup dry red wine 
1 bay leaf 

1 pinch thyme 

4 carrots, cut up coarsely 

2 stalks celery, coarsely chopped 

4 large potatoes, peeled and cup into quarters 
10-12 mushrooms, sliced 


In a large pot or Dutch oven, cook bacon until 
light brown.

YMCA honors 2 for service

Police investigators have 
found no signs of foul play in 
the death of a 28-year old man 
found int he Lower Rouge 
River two weeks ago. 

Keith Casey was found at 
approximately 4:30 p.m. at the 
Venoy-Dorsey Park, bordering 
the cities of Wayne and West- 
land. The body, fully- clothed,

river. 

Units from both the Wayne 
and Westland police depart- 
ments also responded to the 
scene. 

“There were no signs of 
trauma and we do not suspect 
any foul play,” said Nancy 
Mouradian of the Wayne 
County Sheriffs Department. 
“They estimate the body was 
in the water from three days to 
a week.” 


Casey apparently was a 
drowning victim, according to 
a Wayne County medical ex- 
aminer’s report. Mouradian 
said it is still unclear where or 
when Casey entered the river 
The incident remains undei 
investigation. 

“At this point, we don’t have 
any last address for Casey,” 
she added. “His family is from 
the Roseville area.” 

A spokesman for the family 
said they did not wish to com- 
ment on Casey’s death.

Groups offer hints to make cars environmentally friendly

It is ecologically dangerous to spread used oil 
over the ground, pour it into sewer drains or 
place in the trash - even in a sealed 
container. One quart of oil can ruin the taste 
of 250,000 gallons of drinking water and 
create a film two acres wide on the surface of 
water. 


Sometimes, car owners may 
get the impression that their 
vehicles are an enemy of the 
environment 

Cars generate used motor 
oil, other fluids, batteries and 
tires that pollute our water 
and crowd our landfills. 

Chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) 
leak from our automotive re- 
frigerants and may deplete the 
ozone layer. Gas-guzzling vehi- 
cles waste an important natu- 
ral resource and car exhaust 
clouds the air we breathe. 

It’s enough to make the 
environmentally-concerned 
motorist put his car in the ga- 
rage and hide the keys. 

But you can have your car 
and protect the Earth, too. 
Here are a few things you can 
do to be an environmentally- 
friendly driver. 

• Properly dispose of auto- 
motive fluids and parts. Many 
recycling centers and some 
automotive-service centers 
will accept used motor oil, 
anti freeze, transmission fluid, 
batteries and tires. 

In particular, used motor oil 
has proved to be a problem, 
because of the amount gener- 
ated by car owners. 

The U.S. Department of En- 
ergy estimates that 61 percent 
of do-it- yourself oil changers 
improperly dispose of their 
used motor oil. That amounts 
to almost 240 million gallons of 


oil dumped into the U.S. envi- 
ronment each year -the equiv- 
alent of 20 Exxon Valdez oil 
spills. 

It is ecologically dangerous 
to spread used oil over the 
ground, pour it into sewer 
drains or place it in the trash- 
even in a sealed container. 

One quart of oil can ruin the 
taste of 250,000 gallons of 
drinking water and create a 
film two acres wide on the sur- 
face of water, according to the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

On the other hand, used oil 
can be recycled for various in- 
dustrial uses of energy recov- 
ery. The used oil generated in 
the U.S. in one year would be 
enough to service 900,000 
homes for a year, if burned for 
electricity. 

The number of used-oil col- 
lection sites has grown in the 
past year, making it easier for 
do-it-yourselfers to find an ac- 
ceptable place to dump their 
drain-pan contents. 

Valvoline Instant Oil 
Change has more than 300 cen- 
ters nation-wide that accept 
used motor oil. While it is the 
only national quick-lube chain 
that has actively solicited used 
oil, many independent service 
shops and retail stores collect 
used lubricants in their local 
areas. 

For more information on 


used-oil collection centers, 
check with your municipal re- 
fuse department or community 
recycling groups. 

• Recycle automotive refrig- 
erants. Refrigerants for auto 
air conditioners are the lead- 
ing use for CFCs which, when 
released into the atmosphere, 
are suspected to damage the 
protective ozone layer of the 
Earth. 

Because of this danger, the 
U.S. and other nations have 
agreed to eliminate the use of 
CFCs by the year 2000. 

Fortunately, an alternative 
is on the way: SUVA Trans A/C. 
It was unveiled recently by Du- 
Pont, the manufacturer, and 
IG-LO Inc., which will be an 
exclusive marketer to the auto- 
motive industry. 

The new refrigerant, which 
uses no CFCs and does not 
contribute to ozone depletion, 


will be available by the end of 
the year. The first cars 
equipped to use SUVA Trans 
A/C are expected in the U.S. by 
1992. 

Until such cars are widely 
available, the environmentally 
conscious motorist can still 
minimize damage to the pro- 
tective shield of the planet by 
having CFC-based refrigerants 
recycled. 

Many automotive-service 
centers now have equipment 
that removes refrigerant, 
cleans out any contaminants 
and then recharges it into the 
air-conditioning system. 

Industry groups have 
adopted a Refrigerant Recyc- 
ling Center logo, displayed by 
service shops to help car 
owners identify properly 
equipped centers. 

• Use gasoline with ethanol. 
Ethanol is an alcohol fuel pro- 


duced by fermenting grain, 
primarily corn. As much as 10 
percent ethanol in gasoline is 
permitted by car manufac- 
turers to extend gasoline and 
to make the fuel bum cleaner, 
thereby reducing air pollution. 

However, ethanol in gas- 
oline has been found to con- 
tribute to vapor lock and hot- 
starting problems, so keep a 
watch on how well such fuel 
does in your car. 

And be on the lookout for 
other alternative fuels and 
power sources-- including 
methanol, natural gas, pro- 
pane, electricity and solar 
energy--which are being 
tested. 

• Develop fuel-conserving 
habits. The first step is choos- 
ing a fuel- efficient vehicle. 
Fuel-efficiency ratings are 
posted on the price stickers of 
new cars and are also avail- 
able from the manufacturers 
and the federal EPA. 

When driving, accelerate 
gradually, maintain a steady 
speed and avoid sudden stops 
and starts. 

Coast to stops when possi- 
ble. Limit use of electrical sys- 
tems, such as air conditiners, 
stereos and power windows. 

And keep your car well 
maintained. Keeping your car 
washed and waxed will make 
it more aerodynamic. Properly 
inflated tires will reduce drag 


on the engine. Ana use an 
energy-conserving motor oil. 

Valvoline makes oils in sev- 
eral viscosity grades that will 
provide up to 2.7 percent bet- 
ter fuel economy over regular 
motor oils. These oils are 
marked as “Energy Conser- 
ving” or “Energy Conserving 

• Drive as little as possible. 
This may seem impractical to 
even the most ecologically 
minded motorist, but there are 
some simple tactics to accom- 
plish this without too much in- 
convenience. 

Plan your trips to take the 
most direct route, or the one 
with the fewest stops. Avoid 
construction zones and heavy 
traffic areas that require 
idling for long periods. 

And combine trips as much 
as possible. Stop by the store 
on the way home from work, 
rather than making an extra 
trip out in the evening. Or se- 
lect a dry cleaner next to your 
grocery store to knock off two 
chores with one stop. 

Finally, consider public 
transportation and car pooling 
whenever possible. 

These steps are just a small 
part of what’s necessary to 
save the Earth from environ- 
mental threats. But with a lit- 
tle extra effort, we can 
continue to drive and have a 
world worth driving in.

A brass commemorative 
plaque at the site of one of the 
first schools in the area has 
been chiseled out of a brick 
wall and stolen, according to 
the owner, Glenn Shaw Jr. 

The plaque, installed in a 
wall at the Cady Center, a 
shopping plaza at the south- 
west comer of Cherry Hill and 
Wayne roads in Westland, was 
removed some time last week. 
Shaw had the plaque installed 
at the site where Cady School 
stood for more than 110 years, 
serving the original residents 
of what became Nankin 
Township as a one-room, log 
cabin schoolhouse and then 
expanding into an elementary 
school teaching children in 
grades one through sixth as a 
part of the Wayne- Westland 
school district 

“This was a historical 


marker,^ Shaw said. “Many, 
many first families sent chil- 
dren here to learn and then, in 
later years, others came to 
school here. I went to grade 
school at Cady, so it also had 
great sentimental value for 
me,” he added. 

Cady School was founded 
and operated by the Samuel 
Pratt Cady family on their 
farm in 1867. Enrollment in the 
Cady School District contin- 
ued to expand until, in 1922, 
the student body totalled 46 
students and four rooms were 
added. The school became 
part of the Wayne Public 
School District in 1947 and 
later, part of the Wayne- West- 
land schools. The building, 
considered inefficient and ob- 
solete, was demolished in 1978 
to make way for the construc- 
tion of a bank. 


history 

Shaw acquired one of the 
bricks from the school and 
when the property behind the 
bank which was once on the 
school grounds became avail- 
able, purchased the land for 
the shopping plaza. 

He installed the original 
brick, inscribed with the word 
“Cady” and the plaque, com- 
memorating the history of the 
land and the school when the 
Cady Center first opened in 
November of 1985. 

The marker remained un- 
disturbed until the recent 
theft. 

“I just want it back,” Shaw 
said. “It meant a great deal to 
many people who have a sense 
of history and respect for the 
past. There will be no ques- 
tions asked. I just want it back. 
What they’ve stolen is history. 
It cannot be replaced.”

baking sheets . Use 1 heaping ta- 
blespoons of batter per cookie 
and place on the sheets. Liberally 
sprinkle more sugar on top of 
each cookie. Keep batter refrige- 
rated between bakings. Bake for 
just 5 minutes. The cookies 
should be just barely done-still 
almost white If golden, you left 
them in too long. Remove from 
the oven and allow the cookies to 
remain on the cookie sheets for 3 
minutes to continue baking. Re- 
move and cool These are soft , 
cakelike cookies-perfect for 
squeezing in tiny fists and throw- 
ing at unsuspecting grand- 
fathers.
